lected among thousands of eligible 
Officer as late King Ferdinand’s aid 
de camp. 

He Didn’t Have Much to Do. 


“The lieutenant didn’t have much to 
do around the palace, so he improved 
his time by cultivating Princess Lleana 
and succeeded in winning her hand. 

“For many days Ileana had not been 
seen in Bucharest and every one was 
wondering what had happened to her 
until the story leaked out. As was 
done when Carol fled from the machi- 
nations and intgigue of Premier Bra- 
tiano, so it was “with Ileana. The gov- 
ernment did its utmost to prevent the 
elepment becoming known. The master 
of the royal household issued a decree 


‘forbidding the Roumanian newspapers

14 KILLED AS MEXICAN 
TROOPS FIGHT REBELS 


Battle Occurs 40 Miles From 
Perote, Where Gomez Is 
Being Pursued. 


LEADER VIERNES IS SLAIN 


Mexico City, Oct. 18 (A.P.).—A rebel 
chieftain named Viernes and thirteen 
of his followers have been killed by the 
militia forces of the Orizaba region in 
a battle near Huatusco, in the state of 
Vera Cruz. The region where the bat- 
tle occurred is about 40 miles from 
Perote, where federal troops are pursu- 
ing Gen. Arnulfo Gomez. _. 

The reports of the battle, which oc- 
curred Wednesday morning, do not give 
the number of rebels and militia en- 
gaged, but say that Viernes, who is a 
bandit. leader in the Orizaba region, is 
supposed to. have assembled a small 
force to support the Gomez revolution- 
ary movement. 

Col, Carlos Terrazas commanded the 
militia which routed the bandits. The 
survivors escaped into the mountains. 

Gen. Arnulfo Gomez and his remain- 
ing companions of the revolutionary 
attempt today were reported not to 


have been found by the federal troops 


scouting through the mountainous 
Perote regions where they are believed 
to be in hiding. 

It is thought that Gen. Gomez /and 
his followers are attempting to reach 
the seacoast in hope of escaping to a 
foreign country. 

Del Rio, Tex., Oct. 13 (A.P.).—Extra 
guards have been placed on duty here 
near the Rid Grande by the Mexican 
government with orders to shoot to kill 
all persons trying to cross into the 
United States without using the inter- 
national bridge.

On every issue the delegates backed 
the policy laid out by his administra- 
tion—opposition to communism, co- 
operation with the Government, nonin- 
terference in ‘international policy and 
the expansion of labor’s activity to new 
industrial fields. 


Elected Once Before.

Pays Tribute to Secretary 
Mellon and Brothers on 
Founders’ Day:

Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 13.—Out of the 

flaming braziers of industrial Pitts- 
burgh on the one hand and its cul- 
tural influences on the other, President 
Coolidge wrought substantial evidence 
today that this country has not neglect- 
ed the spiritual side of life. It is not 
dollar-mad as some of its critics are 
wont to say. He saw in this city, sit- 
uated between the Allegheny and Mo- 
nongahela Rivers, and with the Ohio 
spouting from the confluence of them, 
material wealth as borne by iron and 
steel and the uplifting use to which it 
is put. 

Speaking at the founders’ day cele- 
bration in Carnegie Institute, he paid 
warm tribute to Adrew W. Mellon, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, of whom another 
speaker referred as “our pillar of finan- 
cial strength.” And as he spoke, in- 
voking the spirit of Andrew Carnegie, 
who mastered millions and then en- 
dowed the country’s cultural side of 
life, he seemed to throw into bold re- 
lief the Treasury Secretary, who sat on 
the platform and who suggests ip many 
ways the great library patron. 

There are still some, the President 
said, who look upon the country’s in- 
dustrial life as “the apotheosis of self- 
ishiness.”’ 

Contribution to Progress. 


“They can not realize,” he declared, 
“that the rattle of the reaper, the buzz 
of the saw, the clang of the anvil, the 
roar of traffic are all part of a mighty 
symphony, not only of material but of 
spiritual” progress. Out of them, the 
nation is supportnig its religious in- 
stitutions, endowing its colleges, pro- 
viding its charities, furnishing adorn- 
ments of architecture, rearing its mon- 
uments, organizing its orchestras and 
encouraging fts painting. But the 
American people see and understand. 
Unperturbed, they move majestically 
forward in the corisciousness that they 
are making their contribution in com- 
mon with our sister nations to the 
progress of humanity.” 

A better understanding of this 
method of working out our destiny has 
come to the American people in recent 
years, he declared, and “it has brought 
@ great harvest of contentment and a 
great increase of effort and efficiency 
in production. In its light the rela- 
tion between employer and employe has 
been so greatly improved that much of 
the old friction no longer exists.” 


Cites Aims of Prosperity. 


It is no longer a question of how the 
American people can secure prosperity, 
the President said, but rather what use 
should be made of it to justify its 
existence. 

“But we have gone far enough to 
see that the great mass of the wealth 
of our country has not been used 
merely for selfish indulgence and os- 
tentatious luxury,” he emphasized. “It 
has been used to raise the life of the 
people into a higher realm.”

FIRE DESTROYS AERO; 
AVIATORS ARE UNHURT 


Dutch Tanker Barendrecht. 
Reports Flames Follow 
Salvaging Effort. 


3,000 MILES OF TRIP 
ARE COVERED BY FLIGHT 


Few in Paris Get Word of 
Safety; Long Vigil Kept at 
Le Bourget Field. 


(Associated Press.) 

The monoplane American Girl which 
carried an American girl, Ruth Elder, 
over the Atlantic last Tuesday after- 
noon for a nonstop flight from New 
York to Paris is today a burned wreck 
in the ocean, the goal unreached, but 
the girl herself is safe. 

With her companion in the adven- 
ture, Capt. George Haldeman, also safe, 
she is aboard the Dutch steamer Barene 
drecht, which rescued them early to- 
day from the fallen plane some 325 
miles northeast of the Azores, about 900 
miles from the Portuguese coast. They 
were then about 3,000 miles along their 
course, 

Something serious happened to the 
monoplane’s machinery—a broken oil 
pipe. The fliers had to come down, 
perhaps they floated until the Barene 
drecht came along, or perhaps they de- 
liberately came down when they sight- 
ed her. The whole story has yet to-be 
told, but as they were being rescued 
fire started aboard the plane and it 
was destroyed. 


Few Facts Yet Known. 


A wireless from the Barendrecht, 
vainly besieged all day for further news, 
may tell more of the dramatic tale be- 
fore the tanke reaches the Azores, 
probably Saturdeyv morning. The facts 
already known came partly from Ruth 
Elder herself in a terse wireless mes- 
sage to the Associated Press Bureau in 
Paris that she and Haldeman had been 
picked up by the tanker and were 
“O. K.,” partly from the agents of 
the tanker in Rotterdam and from her 
captain whose. message told of the de- 
struction of the American Girl by fire, 
as her crew was being rescwed. There fa 
one lone wireless Operssor aboard | 
Barenadrecht. 

The “flash” telling of the safety of 
the American Girl’s crew caused a mune 
icipal celebration in Lakeland, Fla, 
Miss Elder’s home town, brought ree 
lief to the strained nerves of her mother 
at Anniston, Ala., and to Mrs. Halde- 
man, in New York City, and started 
newspaper presses virtually around the 
world. London, Paris and other world 
centers recorded the avid interest of 
the public in the fate of the courageous 
girl, who with a toy cat under her arm, 
and a farewell smile had set out against 
the dangers which had beaten a score 
of more experienced fliers. 

Lack of further dispatches from the 
tanker was explained partly by the 
statement that her radio equipment 
had a radius of only 150 miles. The 
Ione operator in charge must have been 
overwhelmed by the bombardment of 
messages which his sparse “All O K” 
message brought. Congratulations, ur- 
gent requests for details, and offers of 
theatrical engagements poured throuzh 
the air toward the spot where the 
tanker—until an hour before, the most 
unromantic of vessels—stolidly plough- 
ed toward the Azores. 


Will Land Tomorrow.

The first news .of the landing and 
rescue arrived here at 4:35 p. m. in 
a radio message Miss Elder sent to the 
Paris office of the Associated Press. 

Most of Paris and almost all of 
provincial France, however, went to 
bed tonight thinking the aviator and 
her pilot lost, since it was not an- 
nounced by officials until after 6 p. m. 
that they were safe. About that time 
Commandant Renvoise, of Le Bourget 
Flying Fiel“ received the message from 
Miss Elder. The last editions of all the 
Paris afternoon newspapers were on 
the streets at that time, with their 
headlines reading the same as they 
had during the day: “No news of the 
American Girl.” 

Even the first edition of tomorrow’s 
Petit Parisien and Le Matin carried the 
headlines “Lost in Sea?’’ and “No News 
of the American Girl Since Tuesday 
Evening.” Tonight, after dinner, when 
most good Parisians were home some 
papers put out special editions, sold to 
late strollers, and partakers of refresh- 
ments along the boulevards began to 
get the news. 

Expressions of relief were then 
heard everywhere -and at the same 
time comment was almost universal, 
“She was mighty lucky to land by a 
steamship and be rescued.” 


Messages Are Identic. 


Most of the news printed in Paris 
‘tonight had been relayed back across 
the Atlantic from New York, where 
by the Associated 
Press shortly before noon, Eastern 
standard time. As far as direct word 
fromy the fliers is concerned there 
were only the identic mesages sent by 
Miss Elder to the Associated Press and 
Commandant Renvoise. The message 
read: 

“Landed by S. S. Barendrecht with 
broken oil line. Both Haldeman and

At the time that her message came 
| to the Associated Press almost all hope

at the field to keep the vigil which was 
being maintained by French pilots and 
air officials. 

The clouds hung low and almost 43 
hours had gone by since the takeofs 
from New York. The darkness was be- 
ginning to increase, the already bad 
visibility in the air over France when 
the word from Miss Elder arrived. 


Fog Over France. 

Even had Miss Elder reached the 
coast of France, there was small chance 
| that she would have been able to get 
to Paris for fogs hung low over the 
countryside all the way from-the coas+ 
to the capital, while French fliers who 
went up to reconnoitre the sky during 
the day found a thick fog literally 
blocking them over the channel. 

Havre and Cherbourg both reported 
bad flying weather with rain adding to 
the difficulties of the airman’s even 
greater enemy—fog. The opinions of 
pilots at Le Bourget was that had the 
American Girl got to the coast of 
France, it surely would have been com- 
| pelled to land at the very first moment 
that it found an opening in the fog. 

For flying, the weather was almost as 
bad as it was the night that. Lieut 
Comdr. Richard E. Byrd landed on the 
water at Ver-sur-Mer, and by the time 
night had failen the visibility at Le 
Bourget was equally as bad as that 
night for a plane, although to those 
waiting below it seemed less so because 
of the absence of rain. 


Le Bourget Report Wrong. 


Le Bourget, France, Oct. 13 (A.P.) 
| The soggy air of Le Bourget, heavy 
with fog, was electrified today when an 
astonishing report came that Ruth 
Elder had tanded in Holland, a few 
miles from Rotterdam. The _ report, 
which was true in only one particular, 
that telling of the safety of the woman 
filer and her companion pilot.

George Haldeman, banished the gloom 
which had been settling over the flying 
field throughout the day as the hours

After the report of the safe landing 
in Holland gained circulation, another 
report, which was the correct version 
of the landing, although the spectators 
at Le Bourget did not know it, was 
heard that the plane had landed in 
the ocean. alongside the steamship 
Barendrecht. four days out of Rotter- 
dam, bound for the Gulf of Mexico. 

The air was soon permeated with 


rumors as the few hundred remaining 
spectators, who had maintained a long 
vigil for the aircraft from New York, 
rushed wildly about the air officials, 
as much in the dark as any one else, 
shouting in French and . English. 
“Where is Ruth?” 

Out of the chaos of the bewildering 
reports flying about Le Bourget one 
thing alone stood out and this was 
shouted and shrieked in delight, “The 
American girl is safe.” 


Thtilled By Uncertainty. 


The Associated Press in the meantime 
was aware of the real facts through a 
wireless message from Ruth Elder her- 
self, but members of its staff were s0 
occupied sending the news to the 
United States they could not spare 
time at the moment to correct the fast 
flying reports landing the American 
Girl at divergent spots, covering a ter- 
ritory from Biarritz to Rotterdam. In 
the meantime the pent-up enthusiam 
of the crowd, long delayed, was given 
free rein. 

Representatives of the American Em- 
bassy, American Chamber of Commerce, 
American Club in Paris and the Inter- 
national Aeronautic Association rushed 
to the flying field where the excitement 
was as intense as it would have been 
if the American Girl had actually 
landed here. 

Uncertainty and mystery thrilled 
expectant and tense spectators who 
stood about the field as darkness set- 
tled, broken by rays of flashlights re- 
flecting the hope replacing the despair 
of a few minutes before when air folk 
were ready to chalk up another day of 
mourning to the list grown long in 
1927. 

There were only a few of the faithful 
at Le Bourget when definite and au- 
thentic news of the safety of the plane’s 
crew arrived. They were the real, dyed 
in wool aviation fans who had stood 
against the wire fence surrounding the 
field all day, refusing to become dis- 
heartened as.the weary hours dragged. 

Just as night fell one woman ad- 
vanced to the copper plate commemo- 
rating the landing of Lindbergh at 
that spot and knelt in silent prayer. 
Then arising she shouted, “Save her, 
Lindbergh.” 


Future Sea Flights 
Useless, Says Davis 


Columbus, Ohio, Oct. 13 (A.P.).— 


Future transoceanic air flights are use- 
less and a wanton gamble of lives ana 
money unless they have some definite 
scientific purpose, Secretary of War 
Dwight F Davis believes. 

The War Secretary declared here to- 
day that ocean flights that have failed 
have, to some extent, “created aviation 
antagonism in the public,” but con- 
tended this should not hald sway. He 
said the United States has made won- 
cdexrful progress in flying and. people 
should not base their conclusions of 
its development on ocean flights where 
different conditions prevail than over 
land. “America can well be proud of 
what it is doing in an aviation way.”

Army Housing Is Being Im-| 
proved, Says Davis, Com- 
menting on General. 


Pittsburgh, Oct. 13 (A.P.).—Maj. Gen.

Other than this there was no 
comment on his behalf regarding the 
general’s return. 

The President has taken similar 
action in the past, members of his 
party recalling that during the cam- 
paign of 1924 he called Secretary Wilbur 
to Washington for a conference on Navy 
plans just béfore the Secretary was to 


Interested Only in Budget. 


While there have been indications 
that there was some dissatisfaction over 
a speech made by Gen. Summerall in 
the West, those about the President in- 
sisted Mr. Coolidge was interested solely 
in conferring wtih the general about 
the budget. 

Gen. Summerall spoke while in the 
West about Army housing facilities, and 
this question is included in the budget 
plans for next yeaf. 

Since publication of the speeches by 
Gen. Summerall, it has been made 
known at the White House that the 
President contemplates increased ex- 
penditures next year for national de- 
fense, including additional Army hous- 
ing facilities. 

At the same time, however, Mr. Cool- 
idge has let it be known that a strict 
economy program must be followed dur- 
ing the coming session of Congress if 
tax reduction is to be possible. 


Conditions Being Remedied, 


Columbus, Ohio., Oct. 13 (A.P.).—

“Three things,” the Secretary said, 
“have contributed greatly to improve- 
ment of the morale of the Army—the 
move to remedy housing conditions, the 
increase in ration and the five-year air 
program. We now have a _ splendid 
Army. I mean all three components— 
the regular Army, the National Guard 
and the organized reserves.”

Two American aviators who crashed 
while on patrol last Sunday are missing 
and Marine headquarters here fears 
they have been captured by bandits 
and held as hostages. :

Thomas and Sergt. Frank E. Dowell, 
at first were reported to have reached 
Jicaro after the crash, but Brig. Gen,

The aviators while patroling the 
Quilali district in the department of 
Nuevasegovia crashed into a mountain 
near Mount Chipote. The airplane 
burned, Both men were seen to run 
from it by another air patrol plane. 

After the crash a patrol was sent 
out from Jicaro to search for the 
missing aviators. Arriving at the scene 
of the crash the patrol was attacked 
from three sides by about 350 bandits. 
Severe fighting followed and four 
members of the national guard were 
killed. The guardsmen finally cut their 
way. out and returned to Jicaro. Other 
air patrols have been sent out but no 
trace of the men has been found.

FIGHT FILMS SEIZURE 
UPHELD BY SARGENT 


Declares Material Needed as 
Evidence of Plot Among 
Theater Owners. 


(Associated Press.) 

A policy of supporting District attor- 
neys in enforcing the Federal law pro- 
hibiting transportation of prize fight 
films from one State to another is being 
adopted by the Department of Justice. 

A defense of the seizure of films ex- 


hibited in motion picture theaters was 
made yesterday by Attorney General 
Sargent, who declared impounding of 
the films was justified. They are 
needed, he said, as material evidence 
against the guilty persons and in some 
cases are prima facie evidence of the 
implication of theater owners in a plot 
to violate the Federal statutes. The

The Attorney General expressed the 
opinion that the law was being enforced 
although various subterfuges were be- 
ing used to get around it. The present 
restrictions, he believes, would apply to 
telegraphic photography if it should be 
developed to the point where films 
could be transmitted by wire as the 
telegraph has been held by the courts 
to be interstate commerce.

FALL ARRIVES IW CAPITAL 
TO OTAND TRIAL MONDAY 


100 Witnesses Summoned in 
Procedure Also Involv- 
ing Sinclair. 


MAY LAST WHOLE MONTH 


(Associated Press.) 

Albert B. Fall returned yesterday to 
the scene of his labors as a public of- 
ficial to stand trial for a second time 
on a charge of criminal conspiracy in 
connection with leasing of the Naval 
Oil reserve while he was Interior Sec- 
retary. 

This time his codefendant will be 
Harry F. Sinclair, who Monday lost his 
fight in the United States Supreme 
Court to retain possession of Tcapot 
Dome, and who already is under sen- 
tence of four months in the District of 
Columbia Jail for contempt of the 
senate by reason of his refusal to an- 
swer certain questions in the Senate 
oil inquiry. 

When the case is called for trial 
Monday in the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court, the Government prob- 
ably still will be without two of its 
“key” witnesses, Harry F. Blackmer 
and James E. O'Neil, former American 
oil operators, who have been residing 
in Europe since the early days of the 
oil investigation. 

Blackmer has been served with a sub- 
pena, but American consuls abroad 
have not yet located O’Neil. They are 
sought for questioning as to the opera- 
tions of the Continental Trading Co., 
Ltd., of Canada, which bought Liberty 
bonds with part of its profits which 
subsequently came into the possession 
of Fall through his son-in-law, M. T. 
Everhart, a Pueblo, Colo., banker. 

Everhart refused to testify in the civil 
suit involving Teapot Dome, claiming 
his constitutional privilege against giv- 
ing testimony which might tend to in- 
criminate him. He has been summoned 
for the criminal trial. 

A new witness in this case will be 
Robert W. Stewart, chairman of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, who was 
in South America on business when the 
civil suit was tried at Cheyenne. He 
was a witness before the grand jury 
which indicted Fall and Sinclair. 

In all, the Government has sum- 
moned nearly 100 witnesses and the 
trial is expected to consume from three 
weeks to a month. ,

ASSUMPTION OF POWER RIGHTS TO MAINTAIN 


HELD BID TO GRAFTING 


Senator Asserts Sanctioning 
of Private Deals Creates. 
Dangerous Impression. 


(Associated Press.) 

The policy of the State Department 
in approving or disapproving private 
loans to foreign governments was as- 
sailed yesterday by Senator Glass 
(Democrat), of Virginia, as an appro- 
priation of power not granted by any 
law of Congress and one liable to em- 
broil the United States in “bitter dis- 
putes and hurtful strife.” 

The senator, himself a former Cab- 
inet officer, declared in a formal state- 
ment that “such extraordinary power, 


incongruous and in every. way inap- 
propriate, i: not essential for the 
achievement of any good purpose, but 
might too readily be employed in illicit 
and dishone:$ pursuits.” 


Policy Declared Perilous, 


“As an expedient of partisan politi- 
cal advantage or reprisal it might be 
used in a way to involve scandal at 
home and ill feeling abroad,” Senator 
Glass said. “An official with less char- 
acter afd devoid of the high sense of 
probity possessed by the incumbent 
Secretary of State would be tempted to 
pervert the power to perfidious uses, 

“Supersede this thoroughly upright 
Cabinet minister with a ‘faithless’ and 
thrifty person, and the imagination 
would be taxed to compute the profits 
in barter of vices and vetoes which 
might ensue. I am not making the 
thoughtless mistake of arguing against 
an essential power merely because it 
might be abused; but am protesting 
against an unwarranted exercise of a 
dangerous, unessential power, replete 
with temptation, and even invitation, 
to dishonesty and oppression.” 

Senator Glass said the State Depart- 
ment had no more right to approve or 
disapprove foreign loans of private in- 
dividuals, concerns or corporations than 
it had to favor or veto the sale to the 
European trade of the products of Gen- 
eral Motors, the United States Steel 
Corporation, Henry Ford, or other pri- 
vate concerns in this country. 


Review Held to Be Unauthorized. 


“Since there is no authority for the 
examination and review of a proceeding 
of this kind, unauthorized by law,” he 
continued, “it would be interesting to 
know who is to determine whether the 
power thus irregularly exercised was 
used wisely, or improvidently, fairly or 
capriciously, with intent to subserve 
the public interest or with purpose to 
enrich some and punish others?” 

Asked if he attached any significance 
to the simultaneous action of the State 
Department on the French $100,000,- 
000 refunding project with the discus- 
sion of the tariff dispute with France, 
the Senator said anyone could con- 
jecture whether “it was intended to use 
the assumed power of approval or re- 
jection of the refunding scheme as a 
cudgel or concession to bring about 
tariff readjustment.” 

Reminded that the State Department, 
said the bankers asked the department 


‘to pass on the lqans, Senator Glass de- 


manded to know why they asked that. 
Guarantee Said to Be Implied. 


“Isn’t it perfectly clear,” he added, 
“that the process itself implicity ties 
the Government of the United States to 
those private business transactions and, 
in the minds of many investors, in- 
evitably creates the impression that the 
foreign issues approved at Washington 
are superior in point of security, as 
well as in other respects, to investment 
issues not formally sanctioned by the 
Department of State? 

“It is a sort of quasi-copartnership, 
in which the Government, through the 
Department of State, superadds its pres- 
tige, if it does not morally loan its 
credit to these private business opera- 
tions without any compensatory con- 
sideration. It is even suggested that, 
in approving these foreign lodns, the 


Government assumes a moral obligation | 


to compel their payment.”

AN ACTION AT ISSUE 


Col. South Asks Judgment as 
Precedent in Future in 
Similar Cases. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 13 (A.P.).—Argu- 
ment was heard and decision reserved 
today by the Federal Circuit Court of 
Appeals on the question of whether 
the United States Senate special com- 
mittee investigating primary campaign 
expenses is dead or alive. 

This committee, of which Senator 
Reed, of Missouri, is chairman, has 
delved into primary campaign expenses 
in Illinois and Pennsylvania, and then 
teok up the contest brought by Will- 
iam B, Wilson, Democrat, against Will- 
iam S. Vare, republican, who holds a 
certificate of election as United States 
senator to succeed George Wharton 
Pepper. 

When the Reed committee sought to 
obtain the ballots in Delaware County 
in its investigation of the senatorial 
contest, the county officials questioned 
the legal existence of the committee 
and refused to turn over the ballots. 
They pointed out that the Senate had 
failed to adopt a resolution continuing 
the committee after the adjournment 
of Congress. 

Col. Jerry C. South, special counsel 
for the committee, took the case to 
the United States District Court and 
Judge J. Whitaker Thcmpson ruled 
that it was for the Senate and not the 
courts to decide the status of its com- 
mittees. 


Ballots Are Impounded. 


He said: “We will belie the essential 
genius of our respective communions 
if we become liberal fundamentalists. 
Fundamentalism is not any particular 
set of ideas. It is a spiritual disease. 
The essence of it is the assumption 
that before any man has a right to walk 
in the Chzistian way of life with his 
neighbors, he must first utter some 
theological shibboleth. Whether that 
shibboleth is the Westminster con- 
fession or the latest liberal formula 
ef the newest liberal sect makes not 
the slightest difference.” 

He declared that the Unitarian and 
Universalist churches had a_ great 
mutual opportunity before them.

Fundamentalism was denounced ear- 
lier in the day by the Rev. Albert C. 
Dieffenbagh, editor of the Christian 
Register, organ of the Unitarian Church, 
who declared that “the fundamentalist 
movement is a betrayal of the re- 
ligion of Jesus Christ and treason 
against the United States.” There has 
never been such dogmatic tyranny in 
the world as there is today, he said.

Wants Court Opinion. 


“We are urging this court for a de- 
cision,” Col. South said, “because the 


Senate wants to know the attitude of 
the courts on a situation of this kind, 
for it may crop again in the future, 
and it is important that the Senate 


know what the courts have to say in 
the matter.” 

Judges Buffington, Wooley and Davis 
inquired of Col. South how the court 
could force the Senate to obey any 
order it might make in the case, 
should the Senate disagree with its de~ 
cision. Col. South answered by de- 


claring that the issue before the court 
was the right of the senators to main- 
tain an action in equity for the en- 
forcement of the committee’s orders.

On the other side of town 
is the mansion of the Treasury Secre- 
tary himself, now in his ‘s:~;enties, 
the third richest man in the country 
and reputed to be the greatest Treas- 
ury Secretary the Nation has ever had. 
It is closed and forbidding now, await- 
ing the day when the venerable Secre- 
tary comes back to make Pittsburgh 
his home. 


Then across the way from R. B. 
Mellon's estate is the somber-hued 
mansion that has known wealth used 
abortively, and a sorrowing mother 
who moaned its curs>:. It was from 
this home that Harry K. Thaw fared 
forth to Broadway and the tragedy 
that was to follow in his life. 


Views City of Industry. 


After breakfasting at the Mellon 
home, the President was driven out 
Over a lane between wealthy homes, 
then he entered the industrial area, 
in this instance strung along the banks 
of the Allegheny and almost lost in a 
blending of clouds and smoke. Thous- 
ands of plainly-clad children and 
grownups lined the way and cheered 
him, products of the belching furnaces 
that wrote industrial prosperity across 
the city’s rain-laden skies. 


This industrial path led to Fort 
Pitt. where Washington and Braddock 
fought, now nothing but a block house 
overlooking the coming together of 
three rivers, and the commemorative 
markers placed by the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. 

Then the Président was taken over 
to the cultural side, made possible by 
the money of industry. This was 
Carnegie Institute, where boys and 
girls of Carnegie Tech gave him their 
college yell, and where there was an 
art exhibition participated in by 15 
nations. It was Andrew Carnegie who 
gave this institute its start after 
wresting his wealth from the Bessemer 
steel process, and everywhere about 
was evidence of support that the 
Mellons have given it, the venerable 
Treasury Secretary, his still more ven- 
erable elder brother, and R. B., and. 
too, his cousin, W. L. 

This is partly what the President had 
in mind when he spoke of wealth being 
put to a,good use. There were statues 
and there were paintings by Whistler, 
Abbey and Sargent and others. 

The day here was Officially designated 
as founders’ day, but Secretary Mellon 
figured a lot in it. There seems to be 
little doubt, in fact, that this is Mr. 
Mellon’s town. Here is what the Presi- 
bee said of him and R. B.::

The advantage of an 
international contest of this kind is 
that no country. thereby loses anything. 
The stimulation, the education, 
generous rivalry in well-doing that it 
confers upon those who participate 
leave all concerned richer than they 
were before in art and its appreciation. 
From much humbler beginnings great 
issues have been evolved. It may be 
that in the spirit which animates the 
conduct of these exhibitions lies the 
germ of a better world relationship, 


To American Effort. 


While this occasion has its interna- 
tional aspects, which we hold of vast 
importance, we should also remember 
that it is a distinctly American effort. 
It is one of the contributions which 
our country is making to the art of the 
world. Our people very early showed a 
desire for portrait painting, which was 
carried on among the Puritans and 
the Quakers mostly by visiting English- 
men. But by the middle of the eigh- 
teenth century our own art had so ad- 
vanced as to produce Gilbert Stuart 


and Bynjamin West, who succeeded Sim 


Joshua Reynolds as president of the 
Royal Academy, which in later years 
assigned prominent parts to such 
Americans of genius as Whistler, Abbey 
and Sargent. Of a recent date are La 
Farge, Homer and a long line of their 
contemporaries, many of whom are still 
living, who hold a high place in the 
estimation of the world. In the inter- 
pretation of the life and spirit of our 
times, it is generally agreed by art 
critics that our own countrymen have 
reached a stage where they do not yield 
in excellence to the work now being 
done in any other region. Our country 
is not deficient in painters. We have 
reached conditions that are likely to 
increase their numbers and improve 
their work. 


Obligation to Carnegie. 


While it will always be desirable to 
stimulate and encourage the produc- 
tion of fine paintings, it is even more 
desirable to stimulate and encourage 
their wide appreciation by the people. 
It is a fundamental principle of our 
institutions that freedom, education. 
and wealth are not to be reserved for 
the few, but are to be reached through 
equal opportunity which is open to all 
We have staked America on the po- 
tential capacity of the average citizen. 
Truth and beauty are inseparably re- 
lated. A general contemplation of fine 
paintings can not fail to provide an in- 
spiration which will result in the im- 
provement of the character of the peo- 
ple. It is for this reason that the 
painter and the founder of art galleries 
rank high as public benefactors. They 
raise people to a spiritual level which 
they could not otherwise attain. 


That is the evolution which has been 
going on in our country. It does not 
always proceed smoothly. It is far from 
complete. In fact, we have as yet only 
laid out a part of the plan. But enough 
has been done so that we know we are 
going in the right direction. We are 
under great obligation to those who 
have given light and leading. to this 
movement. Mr. Carnegie stands out 
preeminently as one of these. But he 
would have been first to insist upon 
a wide distribution of the honor and 
the glory. He was accustomed to say 
that he had made his success by gath- 
ering around him men who knew more 
than he did. It is not he alone that is 
entitled to credit for the possessions 
which went into his vast philanthropies. 
They were the joint result of himself 
and all those who were associated with 
him, down to the humblest worker in 
his mills. They all have their share 
in this international art exhibition. 
They are all reaping its benefits. Yet 
we all realize that it was his leader- 
ship which made it possible.

THE POWER TRUST MYTH. 


Is.there a gigantic superpower trust, con- 
trolling all the public utilities of the United 
States? Many citizens have been induced to 
believe that such a trust is in existence, or is 
about to emerge from mysterious coalitions 
covering practically all power and public serv- 
ice plants in the country. Josiah T, Newcomb, 
counsel of the Joint Committee of Nationa) 
Utility Associations, dealt with this subject in 
an address before the South Appalachian Power 
Conference now in session at Chattanooga. 
The very fact that public utility magnates are 
meeting in public conference indicates that they 


are very bold, indeed, if they are really agénts 


of a single continental trust. 

Mr. Newcomb reviewed the activities of 
Senator Norris, of - Nebraska, in pushing 
through a resolution calling upon the Federal 
Trade Commission for a careful inquiry into 
the public utility situation, with directions to 
report the extent and nature of the “trust,’’ 
which Senator Norris declared had been or- 
ganized. The commission spent two years in 
investigating the electric light and power in- 
dustry. Its queries dealt with corporate 
structures, capitalization, stock ownership, di- 
rection and management, production, capacity, 
earnings, interlocking directorates, &c., cover- 
ing nearly 96 per cent of the total horsepower 
developed. The findings of the commission 
were summarized by the statement that in 1924 
no single power interest or group of clearly 
allied interests substantially monopolized the 
electric power industry. Later the commission 
reported that strong concerns had acquired 
control of independent companies and holding 
company interests, but that these acquisitions 
had not made any radical change toward any- 
thing approaching control of the entire in- 
dustry. 

The spokesman of the national utility asso- 
ciations defended the right of these associa- 
tions to meet and confer on the situation exist- 
ing in their industry, just as all other trade 
associations exchange views for the better- 
ment of their industry. Naturally, they would 
not meet at all if they were conspiring against 
the antitrust laws. 

The General Electric Co. at one time was 
suspected of nurturing ambitions in the direc- 
tion of national monopaely, but the more the 
power industry was scrutinized the more ap- 
parent it became that this great concern wa% 
not engaged in the hopeless attempt to defy 
the laws against monopoly. A later case in 
which a corporation was suspected of inordinate 
ambition was that of the Du Pont Co., which 
spent some of its surplus money in buying 
stock of the General Motors Co. The Du Ponts 
were charged with attempting to monopolize 
the automobile industry. A few days’ inquiry 
revealed that the alleged attempt idle 
rumor, and that consummation of such a 
scheme would be impossible. 

The laws are too effective, the country 
too big, and there are too many competing 
brains in the United States to permit any com- 
bination to control such immense universal 
activities as power ‘development, automobile 
manufacture, steel manufacture, petroleum 
production, railroads, or communications, such 
as telegraph, telephone, or radio. The regu- 
lation of industries performing public service 
is fairly well established. In some cases regu- 
lation is so strict that it is a wonder that 
private capital does not become disgusted and 
turn to other fields. The railroads, for in 
stance, are under constant government super- 
vision as to their financing, consolidation, 
rate-making, accident prevention, and quality 
of service. The executives are subject to.orders 
from Washington having the force of law. Pub- 
lic utility corporations are operating under State 
laws of equal or greater potency. If there is 
need of further restraint the States can meet 
the situation. There is no occasion for inter- 
ference with any industry merely because it is 
big. The American people know that big or- 
ganizations make for economy, and nobody 
now doubts the ability of the States and the 
Federal Government to prevent the creation 
of any nation-wide trust seeking to make money 
by charging extortionate rates, 
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STUDY OF LANGUAGES. 
The Federal Bureau of Education has re- 
cently completed a language survey which ap- 


parently proves that only one-fifth of the stu- 
dents who study a foreign language in high 
school make. practical use of it after gradua- 
tion, although 86 per cent of them believe the 
time devoted to its study ‘“‘well spent.” Of 
318 students examined, 69 per cent of those 
who had studied French two years had not 
read any new material since graduation. An 
even poorer showing was made by. those who 
had studied German and Spanish. Returns 
from collegiate questionnaires bore like testi- 
mony. 

The bureau draws the conclusion that too 
much is said about the cultural side of a 
language and too little about the practical. 
It holds that more than four -years’ study is 
required to make a language of any cultural 
value to a student, whereas the knowledge 
gained in two or three years of high-school 
work, if followed up properly, could be turned 
to practical advantage. 

In many cases a student enrolls for foreign 
language study only because credits in this 
subject are necessary in order that graduation 
can be completed. He has no interest in the 
language of itself, his only desire being to 
complete the course with credits high enough 
to secure his diploma. Yet students of this 
type can be found in courses of every char- 
acter and it is not convincing to argue that 
they would be better off in more congenial 
work. By being forced to pursue a more or 
less distasteful subject they gain ‘simultan- 


_eously increased will power, application, and 


other kindred attributes that will be of con- 
siderable value in after life. 

By studying the language of another people 
the student can not help but gain a better in- 
sight and a greater knowledge of his own. 
This, of itself, constitutes an important reason 
why high-school curricula should not he 


changed in respect to required language study. 


The fact that educators throughout the coun- 
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the efficiency and effectiveness of American 
teaching methods is a healthy sign. Change 
within the educational structure is. going on 
incessantly, and out of the unrest ‘of the 
moment the reforms of tomorrow will be born. 
Until something genuinely better is offered 
to take its place, however, the study of for- 
eign languages should not be dropped from the 
high-school curriculum, although if teaching 
methods could be improved in the meantime, 
by all means the reform should be hastened. 


FARM RELIEF PROSPECTS. 


Passage of the McNary- hase bill at the 
last session of Congress was made possible by 
a broadening of the measure so that in its final 
state its provisions applied to six agricultural 
commodities. The original proposal came from 
the grain-growing States of the Middle West. 
Political necessity eventually forced proponents 
of the measure to make an appeal to the South. 
In final form wheat, corn, cattle, hogs, cotton 
and tobacco were listed as staple crops, and 


the combined strength of the Middle West and 
South presented the measure to tne President 
for his veto.

known. Most Americans believe that the auto- 
mobile is an invention of a citizen of the 
United States, and although it is true that the 
first genuinely practical motor car was of 
American origin, several other nations can 
lay claim to a share in its incipient develop- 
ment. 

As a matter of fact, for the origin of the 
automobile it is possible to go as far back as 
1770, when Nicholas Cugnot, a French inven- 
tor, constructed two. steam road carriages, one 
of which is still in existence. Several others 
were produced during the eighteenth century, 
one by Oliver Evans, of Philadelphia, which 
propelled itself for some distayce through the 
streets of that city. The first that actually 
ran in England was built by Richard Trevi- 
thick in 1802. Between 1827 and 1837, Wal- 
ter Henwick produced a number of steam 
wagons, used for passenger service, one of 
which ran for twenty weeks and carried in all 
more than 12,000 passengers. 

In 1885, Daimler, a Frenchman, harnessed 
a gasoline engine to a bicycle, and in 1889 he 
exhibited his first double-cylinder, V-type en- 
gine. In 1894 two other Frenchmen, Panhard 
and Levassor, utilizing the Daimler motor, con- 
structed an automobile with a transmission 
System, which, so far as the general scheme 
is concerned, has been continued in all makes 
of cars. In the United States the gasoline- 
driven automobile appeared in: the early 
Nineties, both C, A. Duryea and Elwood Haynes 
having been early pioneers. The Selden pat- 
ents of the gasoline motor for automobiles are 
dated 1879. 

No matter which nation should be credited 
with having invented the automobile, the fact 
is indisputable that the citizens of the United 
States have done most to develop it to its 
present state of efficiency. Probably this, is 
the greater honor, for an invention is of no 
value whatsoever until it has been developed to 
a state of usefulness. 


ARTIFICIAL GOLD. 


A Bohemian inventor, Joseph Benovics, 
claims to have discovered an alloy of a rich 
yellow color, which does not oxidize, which is 
much heavier than iron, and which resermbles 
gold in every particular. Benovics now is nego- 
tiating with a German company,. whose repre- 
sentative, he says, is enthusiastic over the dis- 
covery. The metal has been characterized as 
fully deserving the name artificial gold. 

If a synthetic gold had been discovered an 
awkward situation would have followed. Gold 
is the absolute rule by which the world mea- 
sures its wealth and the value of its transac- 
tions. A synthetic gold might have caused a 
commercial upheaval, which subsequently 
would have become a matter involving and in- 
flaming individual governments and finally the 
world. An artificial gold, however, is no more 
serious a development than so-called artificial 
silver or artificial pearls. Even though it may 
resemble the more precious metal to.as great an 
extent as silver substitutes resemble sterling or 
manufactured pearls resemble the natural 
product, it would have absolutely no effect on 
the permanence of the gold standard. Com- 
mercially the product will be of great value, al- 
though it is safe to predict that fine watches 
and other products which have utilized gold in 
their manufacture in the past will not cast it

Increase of Cancer. 

Philadelphia Public Ledger: It has 
been generally assumed, on the basis 
of cases reported, that cancer is enor- 
mously on the increase.

Rome, Oct. 13 (A.P.).—The Vatican 
has tagen a decisive step toward so- 
lution of the “Roman question” for: the 
first time since it lost its temporal 
power, more than 50 years ago. 

The Osservatore Romano, mouthpiece 
of the Vatican, has laid down condi- 
tions on which the whole struggle be- 
tween the church and the state might 
come to anend. First of all, the news- 
paper reiterates the absolute necessity 
of the Holy See having some kind of 
territory, no matter how tiny, in order 
to convince everybody of the complete 
liberty and independence of the Pope 
in the spiritual government of the 
church. 

The Vatican organ proposes that Italy 
which annexed the pontifical states, 
violently depriving the pontiff of his 
legitimate possessions, should restore 
a portion of the papal domain, even if 
a very insignificant part. 

In other words, the Osservatore sug- 
gests that another state should be 
formed, similar to the republics of San 
Marino and Andorra, the Principality 
of Monaco and the Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg, which, while existing as 
independent states, are no threat. to 
neighboring or surrounding nations. 


“Leonine City” Was Refused. 


Those supporting this idea recall that 
in 1870, when the church’s temporal 
power was overthrown, Italy would 
have been ready to leave the Pope what 
is called “Leonine City,” namely that 
portion of Rome on the right bank 
of the Tiber where St. Peters and the 
Apostolic Palace and the Vatican stand, 
but Pope Pius IX and his secretary 
of state. Cardinal Antonelli, refused. 

Later Italy, ruled at that time by 
strong anticlerical elements, not only 
never would have ceded the “Leonine 
City” to the Holy See, but refused to 
listen to any other like proposals such 
as the proposition of giving the Pope 
a corridor constituting an’ outlet from 
the Vatican to the Mediterranean Sea 
so the papdty might become a small 
sea power. 

The present suggestion of the “Osser- 
vatore” is virtually a resumption of 
the project advanced before the war 
by Cardinal Bourne, Archbishop of 
Westminster, who argued that as there 
are lords in England who possess eétates 
larger than-the Republic of San Marino, 
where they enjoy almost sovereign 
rights, similar estates might be created 
for the Pope. 


Proposed Ceding of Land. 


Cardinal Bourne proposed that the 
large tract of land adjoining St. Peter’s 
Basilica and the Apostolic Palace should 
be ceded by Italy to the Pope with the 
right pf extraterritoriality, thus creat- 
ing de facto a small new state wherein 
the pontiff could build headquarters 
for all ecclesiastical congregations, hab- 
itations. for cardinals and residences for 
diplomatie corps accredited ot the Hol~ 
See. This is practically what the Os- 
servatore suggests today. 

The Osservatore’s editorial prodced a 
profound impression, there being a gen- 
eral conviction that the Vatican organ 
could not possibly express such deter- 
mined opinions on the solution of the 
“Roman question” without knowing 
that some pourparlers on the subject 
had been going on between the Holy 
See and the Italian government. 

It is, in fact, known that one of the 
ambitions of Mussolini’s government is 
to put an end to the conflict between 
the church and the state, which for 57 
years has poisoned the life of the na- 
tion, 

Crispi Sought Settlement. 


Italy never has been in a more 
favorable position than now to solve 
the “Roman question.” Even Premier 
Crispi, considered the most. despotic 
ruler of the peninsula in modern times, 
had not the same free hand that Mus- 
solini has today and this concentration 
of power in one man is considered an 
augury to the success of.an attempt to 
solve the question. Crispi was the 
first seriously to attempt to solve the 
“Roman question,” acting through 
Mgr. Carini, who is the son of a gen- 
eral who,-together with Crispi, fought 
under Garibaldi. 

Crispi again tried to approach the 
Vatican through Abbot Tosti, but failed 
both times because the moment was 
not yet ripe either for the intransi- 
geants of the Vatican or for the anti- 
clericals in Italy. Now both inside and 
outside of the Vatican the opinion pre- 
vails that only under the present 
regime is a definite understanding be- 
tween church and state posible, so that 
reaction to the Osservatore’s article 
on Mussolini is anxiously awaited.

Supposed Former. Titan ‘al

to Grand Jurors. 


CONTEMPT IS CHARGE 


Luverne, Ala., Oct. 13 (A.P.).—Cecil 
Davis, of Birmingham, said to be for- 
mer grand titan of the southern 
province of the Ku Klux Klan, was 


sentenced to five days in the county 
jail by Judge A. E. Gamble today for 
contempt of court in refusing to 
answer questions of the grand jury 
investigating masked violence in Cren- 
shaw County. 

The questions which Davis refused to 
answer were understood to relate to 
the membership of IraThompson, a 
witness in the flogging investigation 
in the Luverne Klavern of the klan. 

Davis told Judge Gamble that he 
refused to answer the questions because 
he had taken-a prior oath obligating 
himself not to answer them. 

James Esdale, grand dragon of the 
Ku Klux Klan in Alabama, will be 
questioned tomorrow by the grand jury. 
This was learned today when the klan 
head, returning to Birmingham, after 
a trip outside the State, wired Attorney 
General Charles C. McCall that he had 
just learned of the summons for him 
and would present himself before the 
grand jury if he was wanted. 

Mr. McCall immediately notified 
Esdale to report tomorrow “if possible.” 
The attorney general has not indicated 
in what connection the klan head will 
be questioned. 

This fact, coupled with the recall 
today of George H. Thigpen, State 
superintendent of insurance, and four 
men who are alleged to have taken 
part in Crensh County floggings, 
was taken as an indication that the 
grand jury will make no report before 
tomorrow night at the earliest. 

Mr. McCall took occasion today vig- 
orously to deny published reports yes- 
terday that the four men, Shelby Greg- 
ory, J. P. Williamson and Phaxton and 
Maxie Miller, had turned State’s evi- 
dence, confessed their parts in the 
masked floggings and implicated others 

Mr. McCall, who.personally has di- 
rected the investigation, has indicated 
that more than 100 indictments will be 
returned by the grand jury in connec- 
tion with 20 or more floggings in Cren- 
shaw County during the last two years

It is thought that it may all be 
gossip arising from the fact that the 
young people are old friends and were 
recently seen together at a Black Sea 
resort. The ministry of interior at 
Bucharest, in response to the inquiry 
of newspaper men, officially stated that 
nothing was known of any trip of any 
kind being undertaken by Princess 
Ileana. 

It has always been thought that Prin- 
cess Ileana had leanings toward a freer 
life than was possible under the re- 
straints of the court. It had been sug- 
gested thateher brother Carol was not 
the only member of the Roumanian 
royal family possessing a strain of ro- 
mance. 

Princess Ileana during the past two 
or three years, it is recalled, has been. 
betrothed by rumor, although not ac- 
tually. to any number of foreign princes 
and to King Boris of Bulgaria. 


Recently Saved in Squall. 


Only about three weeks ago Prin- 
cess Ileana added another chapter to 
the story of the Roumanian royal house 
when she was reported rescued after. be- 
ing tossed about in a small boat dur- 
ing a storm on the Black Sea. She‘had 
gone out for a moonlight sail, when a 
sudden squall struck the open boat and 
nearly swamped it. Those on board 
were rescued by a German steamer. 

Known as Europe’s prettiest and most 
democratic princess, Ileana has been 
the target of European matchmakers 
for several years, and a number of in- 
cidents during her visit to the United 
States with her mother last year were 
seized upon by romanticists as indi- 
cating an American match. Before her 
visit, however, she had been repo 
engaged to Humbert of Italy, King - 
ris of Bulgaria, the Prince of Wales and 
other royal personages. 

C--riously enough, one of the incl- 
dents of the American tour did not be- 
come public ‘until lLleana’s royal 
mother revealed it during an interview 


in Roumania in August of this year. |. 


It was the occasion when the princess 
fainted -at Rossville, Ind., while en 
route from Culver, Ind., to Indianapo- 
lis, accompanied by Miss Marr, her 
English tutor, and a student from Cul- 
ver Military Academy. The queen said 
the cadet had assisted Miss Marr in 
administering first aid and that Illeana 
was “quite overcome by the tender 
care, manliness and chivalry shown her 
by the young student.”

Reconciliation Seen in 
His Postponement 
of Suits. 


Fighter Will Consider : 


Proposals, Says His 
Former Trainer. 


EW YORK, Oct. 13 (A.P.).—De- 

Spite the assertion in Salt Lake 

City today of Jack Dempsey that 
he “wouldn’t consider’’ proposals for 
peace with his former manager, Jack 
Kearns, other developments indicated 
definite moves are under way to patch 
up the differences between the pair, 
looking toward the eventual resump- 
tion of Dempsey’s management by 
Kearns, 

Kearns, here, authorized the an- 
nouncement by his associate, Teddy 
Hayes, that he had agreed to indefi- 
nite postponement, in Trenton, N. J., 
of an action to recover $333,333.33 from 
Dempsey under the terms of their for- 
mer contract. 

According to Hayes, Kearns went to 
Trenton today with his lawyers to ef- 
fect this postponement, but Arthur F. 
Driscoll, of counsel for Dempsey, de- 
clared he “knew nothing” of this or of 
any negotiations to settle the Kearns- 
Dempsey differences out of court. 


Most boxing observers were skep- 
tical of any arrangement which 
would put Dempsey again under 
the management of the man who 
piloted him to the championship, 
but also were willing to admit that 
“stranger things have happened in 
the boxing racket.” 


Hayes, however, asserted definite 
moves were under way, first to settle 
legal differences and then to bring the 
two together, thus confirming a copy- 
righted story published by the New 
York Daily News this morning. 

According to Hayes, Dempsey wants 
further time to consider peace pro- 
posals. Kearns, Hayes said, plans to 
leave for the Pacific Coast in about ten 
days to meet Dempsey. ? 

Reports of a Dempsey-Kearns recon- 
ciliation were current last summer, but 
all hands turned thumbs down at the 
time. Through the initiative of Tex 


Rickard. Dempsey’s preparations for 
the Sharkey and Tunney fights were 
put in the hands of Leo P. Fiynn, 
veteran manager, but it is generally 
understood by boxing men that Flynn 
no longer will be associated with the 
ex-champion.

Acceptance of wagers on prize 

fights legalized by the Walker 
boxing law does not constitute a 
misdemeanor, it was decided today 
by Supreme Court Justice Valente, 
who granted a writ of habeas corpus 
freeing Irving P. Weiner from trial 
in connection with taking a $500 
bet on the Delany-Maloney fight 
last February. 

“When the cloak of illegality is 
stripped from the fight,” Justice 
Valente ruled, “then the taint of 
criminality disappears from a wager 
laid upon the result of the contest.”

Navy clashes with Notre Dame, 
I look for the hardest fought and 
most spectacular contest of the year.” 
This statement by “Rip” Miller, 
former star tackle and a pupil of Knute 
Rockne, at Notre Dame, now filling 
his second year as line coach of the 
Middies is regarded here as a fair index 
of what is in store for gridiron fans 
in the Baltimore Stadium Saturday. 
And it expresses the consensus of 
opinion of others of the staff of coaches 
and those in close touch with the 
progress of the Sailors this season. 
Miller not only played at Notre Dame 
on the famous “Four Horsemen” com- 
bination of three .years ago, but he 
knows the fundamentals of the Rockne 
system from A to Z, and the general 
style of play that the Irish are using 
this year. 
Miller, with Commander Jonas H. 
Ingram, director of athletics at the 
academy, were close observers of the 
Rockne men in their game against De- 
troit last Saturday. They agree that 
Rockne has one of the best, if not the 
best team in his long career at the 
South Bend institution. 


The game is going to abound in 
thrills throughout, Miller added. 
No secret is made of the fact that 
the Navy intends to resort to the 
aerial offensive to a large extent, 
and the same may be said of Notre 
Dame. This style of attack has 
been Rockne’s big card for years. 
And the Middies have mastered it 
in fine fashion this season.

sand Connecticut Avenue, and on the 
second floor of this building the record- 
ing and accounting departments of the 
business will be maintained. In each 
office a board room has been arranged 
for the display of quotations from the 
New York. Stock Exchange. Private 
telephone lines connect the two offices. 

The bond department, which is un- 
der the management of Charles Carroll 
Morgan, will be located at the H street 
office. The stock department in this 
Office will be under the management of 
Robert C. Jones, and associated with 
him will be John E. Parker and Edgar 
Allan Poe, jr. 

At the Connecticut avenue office Al- 
fred Chester Flather wjll be in charge, 
assisted by E. R. Finkenstaedt and J. N. 
Thompson. At this office a room with 
private stock ticker has been arranged 
for the exclusive use of women in- 
vestors, with a private entrance on K 
street; while the general board room on 
the main floor is equipped with every 
facility for the convenience of the in- 
vestor. 

Several members of the firm, includ- 
ing Col. Grayson, M.-P. Murphy, will 
arrive in Washington tomorrow to visit 
Oscar Coolican, the firm’s Washington 
manager, and to be present at the open- 
ing of the new offices on Monday.

Banks Upheld in Right 


To Insure Officers 


(Associated Press.) 
In response to inquiries by national 
banks, Comptroller of the Currency 


McIntosh yesterday ruled that a na- 
tional bank may take out insurance on 
the life of an officer provided the suc- 
cess of the banking business was de- 
pendent upon the continued life of the 
person insured. 

The Comptroller pointed out, how- 
ever, that he would not encourage the 
practice as being “opposed to public 
policy,” and that the bank must have 
a real insurable interest in-the official.

BYRD FAVORS LIBERAL 
TRANSLATION OF LAW| 


Original Order Aimed at Citi- 
zens of State Operating 
Under District Licenses. 


With the governor ang commissioner | 


of motor vehicles of Virginia burying 
the hatchet which has been tossed 


about in the automobile license tag | 
controversy between that State and the 


District after a conference with repre- 
sentatives of the Capital yesterday. in- 
dications last night were that pending 


prosecutions against Washington mot- 
orists arrested for driving in the State 
would be dropped. 

Alexandria officials said last night, 
after hearing the result of the con- 
ference in Richmond, that in all prob- 
ability charges which had been made 
against nine drivers for Washington 
firms, scheduled for hearing Thursday, 
would be dropped. This stand was 
taken unofficially, pending orders from 
Richmond. 

At the armistice conference yester- 
day, Gov. Harry Byrd told representa- 
tives of Washington that he favored a 
liberal interpretation of the Virginia 
faw on the tag controversy; that he 

ould ask Motor Vehicle Commissioner 

ayes to hold in abeyance prosecutions 
Siready started under a strict inter- 
pretation of the law; and that he would 
geek amendment to the law at the 
coming session of the legislature in 
order that there might be no further 
interference with {he friendly and re- 
ciprocal relations between the two 
jurisdictions. 


Warrants to Be Withdrawn. 


Commissioner Hayes expressed agree- 
ment with the governor’s views and 
said that he would withdraw all war- 
rants already issued against Washing- 
ton firms. He said, however, that he 
would take immediate steps to pre- 
vent citizens of Virginia from taking 
advantage of the liberal interpretation 
of. the law, and that he would stop 
and question all vehicles leaving the 
State and entering Washington this 
morning which bear District tags. 

The District was represented at the 
“armistice conference” by Traffic Di- 
rector W. H. Harland, E. C. Graham, 
president of the Board of Trade; 
George W. Offutt, chairman of the 
traffic committee of the board; Rich- 
end L. Conners, assistant secretary of 
the board; Henry Strirger, member of 
the traffic committee of the board; Ivan 
C. Weld, vice president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce; William Jorg, of that 
organization, and A. P. Federline, of 
ihe American Automobile Association. 

The entire controversy arose over & 
misinterpretation of the _ original 
stand taken by Gov. Byrd, it was 
brought out at the conference. The 
executive explained that his original 
order to Mr. Hayes was aimed at citi- 
zens of the State who were delib- 
érately -disobeying the laws of the 
Commonwealth by operating thier 
motor vehicles under District tags, 


» ahd without Virginia tags. 


“It seems, however, that the thing 
has gone far beyond the original 
bounds,” said the governor. “I think 
that Virginia should manifest the 
greatest hospitality to all nonresidents, 
and I should hate to see anything done 
that would hurt the existing reciproc- 
ity understanding. 


Liberal Action Needed. 


“While it appears that the law is 
very plain, and that under a legal in- 
terpretation of it any Washington firm 
regularly operating its vehicles in Vir- 
ginia on business should purehase Vir- 
ginia tage, I personally feel that Vir- 
gniia should interpret the act liberally, 
until such time as the general assembly 
shall have had an opportunity to con- 
sider the far-reaching complications in- 
volved in the wording of the law. 

“As governor of the State I do not 
have the power to order Mr. Hayes to 
withhold an enforcement of any law, 
but I do think that for the present at 
least we should confine our prosecu- 
tions to bona fide residents of Virginia 
who illegally go into Washington and 
secure District tags.” 

It was after Governor Byrd had made 
known the misinterpretation of his 
original intent that Commissioner 
Hayes told the Washington delegation 
that while he would withdraw pending 
prosecutions he would take steps to 
provide for strict enforcement of the 
law as it applied to Virginians. 

-Beginning next week, he said, he 
would station men at all bridges cross- 
ing from the State into the District, 
and would stop all cars entering the 
capital before 10 o’clock in the morning 
which bore District tags. Operators of 
these vehicles will be asked as to their 
place of residence, and if they can not 


. prove that they are bona fide residents 


of the District, they will be arrested 
and prosecuted. 


‘District Delegates Approve. 


The’ position taken by Gov. Byrd and 
Commissioner Hayes met with the 
hearty approval of the Washington dele- 
gation, and every assistance in enforcing 
the law as it applies to Virginians 
operating under fraudulently obtained 
District. tags was promised by Mr. Har- 
land. . 

Cases. of the nine drivers for Wash- 
ington firms who had been arrested in 
Alexandria were continued for a week 
when they came up for trial in police 
court. yesterday. Commonwealth’s At- 
torney William P. Woolls, prosecuting 
the cases, when informed of the results; 
of the Richmond conference, said last 
hight ‘that jn all probability the cases 
would he dropped permanently. He 
said, however, that under the law the 
cases would be proceeded with, but that 
he would await word from the capital 
before taking any further steps.

Gallinger Municipal Hospital will 
stand as a model institution for the 
treatment of the indigent sick when 
the present building program is com- 
pleted, Dr. James A. Gannon, medieal 
director of the hospital, declared in 
a report submitted yesterday to the 
board of public welfare.

Taft Put on Unitarian Com- 
mittee to Urge Treaty Pro- 
posed by Briand. 


JOINING WORLD COURT 
BY U. S. REQUESTED 


Fundamentalism Called Dis- 
ease;-Soviet Style Favored 
for Church Rule. 


President Coolidge was requested to 
begin negotiations for a treaty out- 
lawing war between the United States 
and France by the American Unitarian 
Association at the close of its confer- 
ence yesterday, and Chief Justice Taft 
was made a member of a committee ap- 
pointed to deliver the request to him, 

Former President Taft is a member 
of the All Souls’ Unitarian Church in 
which the conference was held. Other 
members of the committee are the Rev. 
Ulysses G. B.: Pierce, pastor of the 
church, and Frederick A. Delano, chair- 
man of the local conference committee. 

The conference, at its closing session, 


President to “take such steps as may 
be necessary to carry out the sugges- 
tion of France concerning a treaty be- 
tween the United States and France 
which will make war as a means of set- 
tling disputes between the two coun- 
tries forever impossible.” 


First Step to Other Treaties, 


The resolution further stipulated that 
“such action on the part of the United 

States should then be the first step in 
an effort to establish such treaty rela- 
tions with the other nations of the 
earth.” 

The committee also was designated to 
convey to President Coolidge the unahi- 
mously approved ‘sentiment that “it is 
the sense of this conference that the 
United States should becomeé’a member 
of the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice.” 

Delegates wer> warned to steer clear 
of a fundamentalism which may be 
developed in liberal churches under the 
name of liberalism by Dr. Frederick W. 
Perkins, who conveyed the greetings of 
the Universalist General Convention. 

The disposition to develop formulas, 
Dr. Perkins. indicated, is strong in every 
phase of life, and may creep unawares 
‘into Mberal chtirches, the core of whose 
doctrine is a faith that shuns funda- 
mentalism. 


Opposes Liberal Fundamentalism. 


The conference voted to appoint a 
commission to study plans for adver- 
tising the church, and conducting & 
publicity campaign in an.aggressive ef- 
fort to disseminate liberal beliefs, in 
which Unitarians* believe, the. sajvation 
of the world in its present state: lies. 

Charles F. Dowd, ag Toledo, Ohio, 
in a morning conference, declared that 
it is légitimate for the church to adver- 
tisé under the same methods that busi- 
hess. advertises what people eat: and 
wear. He cited the succéss‘of Will 
Durant’s “Story of Philosophy” as in- 
dicating that the time is ripe for liberal 
spiritual missionary work. 

The government of each individual 
church should be planned along Soviet 
lines, the Rev. Edgar S. Weirs, of 
Montclair, N. J., declared ig discussing 
parish management and finance, He 
declared that “groups” in the church, 
such as young people and women, 
should be represented on the board of 
directors after the Soviet manner.
